Hitler made plain in his July 19 


speech to the reichstag, Halifax de- 
clared that "his picture of Europe 
is one of Germany lording it over 
these peoples whom he has one by 
one deprived of their freedom." 


Britain's picture of Europe. Hali- 


fax said, is one of "a free associa- 
tion of independent states and. be- 
cause of that contrast we remain 
unmoved by threats unaccompanied 
by any appeal to our sense of right 
or justice." 


Cites V. S. Support 


In every part of Britain, he de- 


clared, there is "a spirit of indom- 
itable resolution the peoples of the 
British commonwealth, along with 
those who love truth and freedom 
and justice will never accept this 
new world of Hitler's," Lord Hali- 
fax said. 


He asserted that "across the wide 


Atlantic there are mighty nations 
which view his works with growing 
detestation. 


"The people of the United States 


did not build their new home in 
order to surrender it to this fanatic 
. . . We take heart from the cer- 
tain knowledge that that great peo- 
ple prays for our victor}'-"

life." 


The ship was bombed by German 


aircraft on the night of July 15, 
about 258 miles northwest off Cape 
Finisterre, Spain, in "very bad 
weather," this source said. Its last 
port of call was Barcelona. 


Eighteen of the crew left in two 


boats, one in charge of the ship's 
master, the o»hcr in command of 
the chief officer. Nothing more has 
been heard from the'captain's boat, 
it was said. 


The source also said that those in 


the chief officer's boat suffered "ter- 
rible hardships." Some were wash- 
ed overboard and others died of ex- 
posure.

Havana—GF>-The United State* 


advocated to the 20 other American 
republics today a joint trusteeship 
tor any European colonies in th* 
New World threatened with trans* 
fer to any other European powers 
and called for cooperation in a 
sweeping program to bolster and 
safeguard the economy of this hem- 
isphere. 


Secretary of Siate Cordell Hull' 


defined the position of the United 
States on pressing problems of the 
American republics in an address 
at the second meeting of American 
foreign ministers and prepared to 
submit resolutions embodying spe- 
cific proposals 
for 
dealing with 


them. 


His 4.200-word address pointed 


the way for consultations aimed at 
concrete action by all of the Amer- 
icas to safeguard the western hem- 
isphere against military or econo- 
mic threats from abroad 
or for- 


eign-directed subversive activities. 


In a sharp condemnation of the 


'forces of ruthless conquest* -which 
he said "shrink from no means of 
attaining their ends," Hull de- 
dared it would be "cuicidal not to 
recognize in time and not to pre*~ 
pare to meet fully and decisively1* 
the dangers to the American na- 
tions. 


Most be Beady 


He said "decisive remedial action* 


was necessary to combat subversive 
activities which he called "an at- 
tempt to acquire domination of the 
American republics by foreign gov- 
ernments in their own interest" 


Warning again that the United 


States would not tolerate any effort 
"to modify the existing status" of 
European possessions in this hem- 
isphere—-"whether by cession, by 
transfer; or by any 
impairment 


whatsoever in the control exer- 
cised''--^ declared "we must be in 
a position, to move rapidly and 
•without hesitation." 


"It has been suggested,* Bull de- 


clared, "that our action take th« 
form of the establishment of a col- 
lective trusteeship, to be exertismt 
in the name of all of the American 
republics. The government of fltt 
United States endorses this sugget- 
tion and is prepared to cooperate, 
should the occasion arise, in its er«- 
cution." 


He cautioned at the same time 


that such a plan "must not carry 
with it any thought of the creation 
of a special interest by any Ameri- 
can republic.1* 


No Permanent Control 


Its purpose, he said; "must be to 


further the interests and security 
of all of the American nations, as 
well as the interest of the region in 
question." 


"Moreover* he said, "as soon as 


conditions permit, the region should 
be restored to its original sovereign 
or be declared independent -when, 
able to establish and maintain self- 
government" 


His endorsement of a proposal 


originally made by Cuba consti- 
tuted a further warning to Ger- 
many and Italy—already made in a 
formal note—that any attempt to 
acquire French, Dutch or British 
colonies in this hemisphere would 
be resisted first by the United State* 
and, if supported 
by the 
other 


American nations, would lead im- 
mediately to the establishment of a 
collective trusteeship over threaten- 
ed territory.. 


4 Point Program 


In the economic field, in which 


most of the other republics looked 
to the United States for financial 
leadership and assistance, the sec- 
retary of state proposed a four- 
point program of cooperation: 


"1. Strengthening and expansion

set big fires at airdromes, ports, 
factories and oil tanks in the island 
kingdom. 


Dive-bombing planes assaulted a 


convoy in the English channel, the 
high command said, and sank a 
tanker and four merchant ships to- 
talling 40,000 tons. 


The high command acknowledged 


that British royal air force planes, 
raiding in the darkness over north- 
ern and western Germany, caused 
"some damage." 


As the nazis kept up the air war, 


Britain reported at least two and 
possibly three big German bomb- 
ers were shot down by anti-aircraft 
fire in pre-dawn battles today and 
24 German planes were downed 
Saturday and Sunday.

The only solution I can see for 


such runaway children is a nurs- 
ery school group for as many hours 
a day as the class is in session. Es- 
cort him to the class and back. He 
will stay with the children, and the 
teacher will make certain he does. 
It is much easier- to hold him in a 
class than by himself. 


When taking such a child down- 


town among the shoppers it is wise 
to put his harness on. That is an 
arrangement of straps, one cross 
his chest and back, one over each 
shoulder, riveted to the main one, 
and two stout lines. Horse lines, the 
children call this outfit. They like 
to play horse with it. The child's 
mother holds the lines and he trots 
along with her always under her 
hand. 


Some such precaution as this'is 


wise for all little ones who are find- 
ing their way about It saves them 
from getting ahead of themselves on 
street crossings, from straying away 
from their mothers. No matter how 
watchful a mother is «he is certain 
to forget the child for an instant, 
and that is long enough for him to 
get into trouble. 


Baby pens are not helpful after 


the child walks well. He needs more 
freedom than the pen allows. For 
the creeping, toddling one the pen 
is just the thing. 


Runaway children, are those who 


exhaust the possibilities of home 
quickly. They want companionship, 
activity and adventure. Fitting up 
the yard with play equipment and 
bringing in playmates will help, but 
the nursery group and the harness 
seem to accomplish more.

Roses sent out by nurserymen are 


generally budded stock. Now a bud- 
ded rose is generally a fine variety 
budded on a vigorous rose root or 
stock. The vigorous, •sometimes wild 
stock is known for its enormous 
root system or food collecting sys- 
tem and for the profuseness it dem- 
onstrates in forcing flowers to 
bloom. When a shy bloomer is 
grown on so strong a stock it natur- 
ally follows that the root vigor will 
force it into full blooming capacity. 


When budding began on a com- 


mercial basis many gardeners re- 
fused to buy the plants, arguing 
that the weak sort would break off 
at the bud. This happened so in- 
frequently that the argument soon 
lost weight Nowadays we hear only 
about the great numbers of suckers 
that budded roses produce. This is 
an unimportant problem but is eas- 
ily handled when it occurs. 


Suckers are rose plants growing 


from the understock which spring 
from below the bud. They may be 
the cause for some gardeners' be- 
liefs that two different kinds of 
roses grow on the same plants The 
roses grown on suckers are never 
the wanted kinds so these shoots 
should be removed.

Can We Build Airplanes 
In Quantity? 


The government should not conceal 


from the people the basic reasoning un- 
derlying the great trouble it has had in 
letting out the recent order for 9,000 
Holls-Royce airplane engines, 
6,000 
of 


them for England and 3,000 for ourselves. 


After accepting the order Mr. Ford 


later turned it down. He said he would 
not make airplane motors for a foreign 
country. Other reasons were suspected of 
having a strong influence on Mr. Ford's 
decision. And the suspicion ripened into 
a clear fact when the Packard Company, 
anxious as anyone for business, at first 
turned away Irom the order, and only ac- 
cepted it when government leaders prom- 
ised an immediate change in the amorti- 
zation rule that tends with many other 
things to stifle effort and industry in this 
country. 


When the Packard Company at first 


'_ refused to take on the contract it an- 


nounced that it could not retool and re- 
equip its factory for the purpose without 
an expenditure of 30 million dollars. And 
what was it to do when the contract was 
over and it had not even made enough 
money, say, to pay for machinery no long- 
er usable? The present drastic laws and 
regulations of the treasury department un- 
der which amortization or obsolescence 
of machinery averages ten years has been 


"• one 6f--the things,on the long list pre- 
.; venting men from undertaking new^ven- 
.- tures since it is felt that even if a profit 
.. .;is made at first the government will not 
'permit amortization of the new machin- 


ery within the profit years. 


But the administration leaders say they 


are going to cut this 10-year average for 
amortization by a special act of congress 
to 5 years, and with that promise they in- 
duced the Packard company to undertake 
a contract lhat they probably could not 
have induced any great industrialist to 
accept but for his patriotism in helping the 


. government out of a hole it had fcug for 


itself. 


The fight 'over these rules evidences a 


government either bitter toward progress 
and achievement or ignorant of the ways 
of industry. For it creates a rule to para- 
lyze ambition by actually gypping any in- 
dustry that will step out and take a 
chance. If amortization should be allowed 
over a short period of time in respect to 
new ventures the government cannot pos- 
sibly lose an honest cent of income; but

Hemisphere unity the United States has had in 
all history presents itself this week at Havana. 
But also it is the toughest • 


The majority of people in Latin America are 


aroused and worried over Hitler, feel more 
friendly toward the United States than ever 
before. But simultaneously, vigorous minority 
groups in every country, many of them already 
lined up with Hitler, are doing their best to 
sabotage western Hemisphere harmony. 


Inside the Brazilian army, for instance, about 


40 per cent of the officers admire and lean to- 
ward the German military system. In Argentina 
are some 3,000,000 Italians upon whose passions 
Mussolini can play. In Uruguay, even after a 
fifth column Nazi plot to take over the country 
was exposed publicly, some members of the 
Uruguayan cabinet thought it was better to 
close their eyes, not offend Germany. Hitler, 
they figured, would be too important a customer 
after the end of this war to risk alienating him. 


So it will take all the skill of Cordell Hull's 


artful diplomacy to bring anything out of the 
Havana conference save the usual collections of 
pious platitudes regarding goodwill, uniform 
customs procedure and the eradication of the 
boll weevil. 
RULING FAMILIES 


What most people in the Vnited States do not 


realize about Latin America is that most of its 
republics never have been actual democracies. 
they are a collection of oligarchies, in which 
the aristocratic families, many of them descend- 
ed from the Spanish conquistadores, and since 
grown affluent on copper, tin, meat and coffee, 
have dominated their countries almost as com- 
pletely as the nazis have Germany^ 


The advent of Hitler, therefore, does not par- 


ticularly disturb them, except insofar as he is 
likely to upset their system of land and mineral 
ownership with a new national socialism. 


Actually, the ruling families of Latin America 


have disliked Roosevelt more than Hitler—up 
until the last few months. More recently they 
see Roosevelt as the lesser of two evils. But for 
seven years they considered New Deal reforms 
and the tremendous popularity of the president 
among the Latin American masses as a genuine 
menace. 


It is necessary to draw this very definite dis- 


tinction between the people of Latin America 
and their governments. With the people, the 
United States never has been more popular. To 
them, Roosevelt has been little less than a saint 
His good neighbor policy won genuine friends, 
but with the ruling families it w*s different 


So the problem of the United States is to con- 


tinue reaching down below the oligarchies to 
the people, as Roosevelt has done, but as the 
aloof gentlemen in the state department have 
not done. U. S. diplomats in Latin America 
mingle with the upper crust, are considered 
hoity-toity snobs by the majority of the people. 


In order to penetrate below the aristocracy, 


brilliant young Enrique Lozada, ex-counselon of 
the Bolivian legation, now a professor at Har- 
vard and Williams, proposes that 5,000 North 
American students, carefully picked Irom the 
finest in the country, go to Latin America to 
work and live; while 5,000 South American stu- 
dents come to the United States. 


He has already started this program by sell- 


ing the idea to a large group of his own stu- 
dents, and arranging for them to live with Latin 
American families. 


This is the kind of good neighborliness which 


really gets to the roots of things. 
PAN-AMERICAN HIGHWAY 


One,big help to Mr. Hull's work at Havana 


may be a giant road-building program straight 
through Central America from Mexico to the 
Panama canal, in order to strengthen canal de- 
fenses. • 


This is a 3267-mile route, passing through tan- 


gled jungles and mountain ranges, which would 
connect countries some of which have no high- 
ways across their borders but depend solely on 
shipping lanes for communication. 


About half of the highway is already built 


and in fairly good condition. Completion of the 
rest would cost an estimated $78,000,000. Most 
radical feature-of the plan is that the construc- 
tion would be transferred from a slow-moving 
inter-American project, suffering typical Latin 
delays, to become a U. S. project, using Ameri- 
can capital and American engineers. 


The highway is already completed from the 


U. S. border to Mexico City and 200 miles be- 
yond. The road through Guatemala is mediocre, 
and two-thirds of the route across El Salvador 
is good. But in Southern Mexico, Nicaragua, and 
Costa Rica, engineers confront a "road" that is 
nothing more than a footpath, and in some sea- 
sons not even passable' on foot. 


Advocates of the new plan urge that the U. S. 


investment would be repaid many times in com- 
mercial advantage, by opening up landwise 
trade, to say nothing of the strategic advantage 
of being able to reach the Canal zone by auto- 
mobile.

the rostrum and asked Barkley, the permanent 
chairman, to recognize him.

It 
rested entirely with Barkley—and he said, "No." 


Pepper pleaded and argued amidst the bel- 


lowing din, but Barkley was adamant. 


"It's out," he shouted in Pepper's ear. "I 


agreed that there would be no nominating to- 
night. Gave my word to Farley and the others 
and it stands. Sorry, but it wouldn't be fair to 
let you do this." 


That ended it. Later Barkley lold friends thai

with the so-called "Asiatic Monroe 
doctrine" enunciated recently in Ja- 
pan and European developments to- 
ward the creation of spheres of in- 
fluence, he said "the difference is 
that our sole purpose is self-defense, 
while these other policies seem in- 
stead to be pretexts for conquest 
by the sword, for military occupa- 
tion and for complete economic and 
political domination of other free 
and independent peoples." 


The stage for Hull's address was 


set yesterday by President Frederico 
Larcdu Bru of Cuba who, in a 


speech of welcome, called upon the 
American Cations to take concrete 
measures to defend their "common 
rights" against 'dangers which "in- 
crease day by day." 
' 


Civilisation Menaced 


He warned the delegates they 


must approach the "difficult" prob* 
lems before them in the full knowl- 
edge that the western hemisphere 
has become "the trustee for the re- 
mainder of betrayed civilization—a 
civilization pushed to the edge of a 
precipice." 


In dealing with events in Europe 


the president mentioned no nations 
by name but he delivered barbed 
thrus'ts against "conquests of force 
end violence." 


Although boxes had been set 


aside for German, Italian. Japanese 
ami Spanish diplomats at the in- 
augural session, they remained emp- 
ty. 


Some quarters interpreted this as 


evidence the four nations were act- 
ing in accord on all matters affect- 
ing their relations with the Amer- 
icas. 


The agenda facing the delegates 


was described as one of the broad- 
est ever tackled by a Pan-American 
conference and many of those pres- 
ent considered that its very broad- 
ness made it susceptible to pitfalls. 


Five Major Problems 


The problems to be discussed 


ranged over this field: 


1. Examination of western hemis- 


phere neutrality in the light of such 
unpredicted recent developments rs 
the capitulation of Holland, Bel- 
gium and France to German armed 
forces. 


2. The attitude of the Americas 


toward western hemisphere posses- 
sions of conquered European na- 
tions. 


3. "Fifth column" activities in the 


Americas—their extent and possible 
precautionary, measures to be tak- 
tn. 


4. Rc-scttlcmcnt of refugees, pri- 


soners and other victims of war. 


5. Economic cooperation—or what 


possibilities exist 
for employing 


United States capital to mutual ad- 
vantage in helping Latin American 
states from being drawn into the 
barter system of totalitarian pow- 
ers.

These should be mixed by 
a druggist My own remedy, which 
also has the weight of medical auth- 
ority, is good old brown naphtha 
soap. Wash the affected places with 
the soap, cover with a thick lather 
and allow to dry. The first applica- 
tion relieves the itching and sub- 
sequent applications will clear it 
up entirely. Used immediately af- i 
ter exposure the soap may prevent 
infection. White gasoline (never 
ethyl), alcohol and Epsom salts may 
also be used. 


Uses Epsom Smlts 


Insect bites—Mud is the time hon- 


ored remedy for bee stings and is 
quite effective but Epsom salts is 
the best bet here. Bathe the irritat- 
ed place with a solution of the salts 
and then, if you can get a bit of ice, 
wrap it in a piece of cloth and 
holcf it against the sting. 


Burns—Gently wash any dirt or 


foreign matter from burned place 
with a solution of bicarbonate of 
soda in one pint of water. Simple 
remedies are: Olive oil, lard or 
paste made of bicarbonate of soda. 
Burn ointments and 
picric acid 


gauze are reliable remedies. 


Minor wounds—It is best to band- 


age even minor wounds as this 
minimizes the danger of infection 
and also makes them heal more rap- 
idly. Paint wound with iodine or 
mercurochrome and bandage with 
antiseptic gauze. The wound will 
heal more quickly if the gauze 
bandage is tied on- than if it were 
held by adhesive tape which ex- 
cludes all air. 


Severe wounds—If a vein is cut, 


apply pressure over the wound with 
a pad of sterile gauze held firmly 
in place. 


If an artery is cut and the blood 


spurts, apply very firm pressure 
over the wound and additional pres- 
sure above the wound.» If bleeding 
is excessive use a tournique made 
by folding a handkerchief or other 
square cloth into a triangle and 
tying the two opposite points to- 
gether into a hard knot Slip over 
the arm or leg about two inches 
above the wound, insert a short 
stickv and twist tight Release pres- 
sure for a moment if limb starts to 
swell or turn blue. Do not keep 
on longer than necessary.

Leonardo Master In Many Fields 
Some tiirfe ago I was asked to 


name the 12 men whom I con* 
sidered greatest in human history. 
Among those I named were Galileo, 
Isaac Newton, Shakespeare 
and 


Thomas Edison. I 'also listed Leo* 
nardo'da Vinci! 


Perhaps in all history no other 


man has shown such skill in so 
many fields. He was an artist and 
a sculptor. * He was a musician, * 
mechanical engineer and an inven- 
tor. He was an expert in anatomy 
and botany. He knew the astron- 
omy of his time, and was an arch- 
itect. 


A man who is a jack-of-all-trades 


is not likely to be a master of any 
of them. Leonardo, however, was 


"A lady at the court of Milan," bas- 


ed on portrait believed to been 
made by Leonardo da Vinci. 


a master in the many fields he 
entered. In anatomy, for example, 
he knew more than any doctor of 
his time. 


Leonardo lived in the time of 


Columbus, but perhaps it would be 
just as well to say that Columbus 
lived in the time of Leonardo. 
While Columbus was finding a New 
World across the ocean, Leonardo 
was opening new worlds of know- 
ledge. 


Leonardo was born in the village 


of Vinci. This explains the "da 
Vinci" part 
of his name; 
"da" 


means "of" in Italian. 


In his boyhood he showed a keen 


interest in numbers, and we are 
told that some of his questions 
about arithmetic puzzled his teach- 
ers. He also made drawings, and 
these were so good that his fath- 
er showed them to a famous artist 
in the city of Florence. 


"Your son has amazing skill." 


said the artist "He should study 
painting." 


The father was quite willing to 


follow this plan, and 
Leonardo 


studied under the artist, whose 
name was Verrochio. 


At the age of 30. Leonardo left 


Florence and went to live in Milan. 
Here he was treated with favor by 
the Regent, who kept up a court 
almost like that of a king. In the 
court were several beautiful wo- 
men. 
and the young artist made
